At this season of the year fresh fruits 


are available in most -mtirkets at rea- 
sonable prices. Fruits are exceedingly 
valuable in the diet because they are 
among the richest of sources of vita- 
min C and are also quite rich in pro- 
vitamin A or carotene. The fruits 
which are rjchest in vitamin C are the 
oranges, lemons, grapefruit and limes, 
an dthose which are yellow colored 
are also the ones which are most rich 
in prorvitamin A. 


Fruits also provide some sugar vary- 


ing from ,3 to 18 per cent but thev do 
not provide much in tho way of fat 
except for olives and avocado pears. 
These, are exceedingly rich in fat. 
Few people realize what they provide 
in the way of calories. Olives give 30 
calories per ounce; half an alligator 
pear will provide' from 300 to 500 cal- 
ories. 
• 


The fuel value of fruits is usually 


lowr-because of the large amount of 
material taken in relationship to the 
sugar content Bananas give abo.tit as 
nfany calories an ounce as fihs, but 
nost fruits contain so much water 
that the fuel value.may be ignored. 
For that reason fruits play a,n impor- 
tant part in the diet. Fruit gives bulk 
without caloric content. Dried fruits, 
of course, get rid of the water and 
thus provide calories in considerable 
amounts at a low cost. 


Canned fruits vary greatly in the 


amount of sugar that they contain, and 
anyone who is planning to use canned 
fruits as. a part of the diet has to know 
the percentage of carbohydrate. Now- 
adays, however, many fruits are being 
canned without added sugar so that 
it is possible to figure the diet on the 
basis of the fresh fruit. 


When fruits are cooked, the fibrous 


material which the fruit contains be- 
comes softened. This makes tho fruits 
more digestible. However, fruits are 
n general quite digestible, the ease 
of digestion depending on the nature 
of the fruit and its degree of ripeness. 
Everyone knows that a ripe -apple is 
ligested with reasonable ease but a 
green aplle may take much,longer. 


One of the questions most frequently 


raised .nowadays is 
eating fruits which the question of 


way have been 


sprayed with toxic materials to prevent 
infestation by parasites. Under the 
laws of various states fruit growers 
iincl packers are supposed to wash 
fruit to remove dangerous quantities 


of these substances. Special washing 
sqlutions r have been devised which 
tend to [^validate the toslc substances 
which have been left on the fruit, 


Furthermore, it is advisable for peo- 


ple tq wash fruit before eating in or- 
der to nifike certain that any contami- 
nations ore removed from the surface. 


An estimate of the food value of 


fruits is conveyed by the fact that an 
ppplo will, provide 100 calories! three 
plums qr. three prunes will give 100 
calories, and a two-inch slice of water- 
melon wilt give 100 calories; a whole 
orange will provide 100 calories, but 
it also takes a whole cantaloupe to pro- 
vide 100 calories. For this reason n 
slice of cantaloupe, which is very fill- 
ing, Is a good'substance in a reducing 
diet.

McDonald summoned newspapermen 


to a press' conference here nnd'told 
them her"heartily agreed" with the ac- 
tion taken by the Wisconsin nsseWbly 
in adopting n resolution asking Wal- 
Ince to resign. The Texan said Wal- 
lace hod ''thoroughly demonstrated his 
inability, to solve the cotton problem," 
and should resign unless he could 
"recognize his failure and'offer,s^ine- 
thing better."' . 
' 


McDonald made public a telegram 


which Ralph W. Moore, master o'f^tho 
Texas Stole Grange; sent to Wallace 
today in which he asserted the adrnin- 
islration's "agricultural program has 
proven a ;co!los'sjil and tragic failure.' 


"May I," Moore telegraphed, "In the 


interest of the American farmer, labor- 
er tind our nation,'urge you to im- 
mediately resign?' 


McDonald said he agreed with Moore. 
The Texan, an opponent of the ad- 


ministration's proposal to subsidize cot- 
ton exports, said he had been a sup- 
porter for six years.of tho domestic 
allotment plan. This would pay farm- 
ers parity prices for production up lo 
the limits o flheir "fair share" of the 
domestic market, and leave them free 
to sell in the world market, at .what- 
ever prices they could gel, products 
raised in excess, of allotments.

The struggle for the foreign "concessions" in China is a struggle for the 


valves through which flow in normal times the bulk of Chinese trade with the 
outside world. The beginnings of the foreign concession system go back- al- 
most 100 years. China was then, and has continued, turbulent in its interior 
administration. After the Opium War of 1842, the British hit on n plan pro- 
tecting their trade and traders. 


By treaty with China, Britain eslab- <9 


lished in Shanghai a part of the city 
which should be practically British. 
Here British merchants, importers, 
bankers, 
manufacturers, 
exporters, 


shippers were to live, protected by 
Britsih guns and soldiers from hos- 
tility of the Chinese people of the rest 
of the city. Hore they administered 
their own justice, carried on public 
and health services, forming a little 
"British island" in the sea of the Chi- 
nese population of teeming Shanghai. 
The French (Secured a similar conces- 
sion a few years alter. 


China Sought to Recover 


In 18G1, the British, French, Italians, 


and Japenese were similarly entronch- 
ed at Tienlsin, soon Ihe French were at 
Hankow, and Ihe Japanese followed. 
Ca'nlon and Amoy followed, and Ger- 
man, Russian, Auslrian, and Belgian 
concessions bloomed among the rest in 
the "Irealy.'ports.' 


Agilation was continued in China 


lo regain Ihese concessions, which 
were a continual reproach to Chinese 
sovereignly. But the World War of- 
fered the big chance. The German, 
Austrian, and 
Russian 
concessions 


dropped back into Chinese hands. The 
Belgians moved out in 1928. 


U. S, Has No Concession 


The United Stales never has had a 


Concession in China, It has shared Ihe 
administration of several of them in 
cities where there was a large amount 
of American business, like Shanghai 
and Amoy. Americans doing business 
in China, however, usually live in and 
accept the protection of one or another 
of the foreign concessions, usually the 
British, Garrisons of American troops 
have been stationed in Shanghai Tient- 
sin, 
and Peiping, alongside British, 


French, Ilalian, and Japanese forces, to 
help guard their nationals, 


The United Stales, however, has al- 


ways takei^the position that so far as 
her own rights were concerned in the 
concessions where she is represented 
(Shanghai and Amoy) she would al- 
ways listen lo reasonable and orderly 
proposals to change Ihe slatus. 


The theory behind all the foreign 


concessions, usually held under treaty 
and lease, has been that they were 


I simply being administered as an ex- 
pedient until a Chinese government 
should arise which could .guarantee 
the safety and rights of the foreign 
colonies. 


Japan Alight Close Door 


Now the Japanese appear to bo en* 


gaged in a desperate effort to abolish 
all those foreign concessions in China, 
If this were (done, and the conces-r 


sions turned over to China, it would 
be at least open to argument., But 
the present prospect is that the-con- 
cessions will either all simply become 
Japanese, or they will be turned over 
tq a. Chinese government (if the Japa- 
nese win) which would be like that of 
Manchoukuo, simply ta stooge for Ja- 
pan. Then,(with the power to control 
the valves, Japan could shut any coun- 
try off from Chinese trade at will. 


The Japanese argument is that the 


foreign settlements are being used as 
base sfor shi^m'ent of war supplies to 
China, for centers of agitation and 
plotting against the Japanese occupa- 
tion, safe.from preventive police ac- 
tion.

"It is therefore with a great deal 


of regret that I announce that be- 
cause of my health and on the advice 
of my physicians, I will resign from 
the governorship before the end of 
next week, and for the immediate fu- 
ture, at least, devote my time to re- 
gaming my health. 


"My resignation, of course, will re- 


sult m Lieut. Gov. Earl K. Long's be- 
coming governor of Louisiana.

Record - Breaking Session 


Ends by Killing Pen- 


sion Plan 


AUSTIN, Texas. -(/P)_The Texas 


legislature Wednesday night ended its 
record-breaking 163-day session a few 
hours after killing Governor W. Lee 
O Daniel's tax program for liberalized 
old age pensions. 


The House turned down the gover- 


nor's plan for the ninth time when it 
refused to suspend rules so that a con- 
stitutional amendment levying sales- 
natural resource-service taxes could 
be reconsidered. 


The House action meant the session 


ended with not a dime of additional 
revenue provided, the old age pension 
law liberalized so an estimated 30,000 
to 100,000 persons will be placed on the 
rolls now numbering 118,000 and 'mil- 
lions of dollars in revenue which sup- 
ports the general operating fund of th 
state remitted to counties. 


There is confusion among pension 


officials as to the exact meaning of the 
law and considerable doubt as to 
whether the federal government wil 
match state funds in support of it, Th 
average state-federal pension paymen 
to the 118,500 now on the rolls is $14.15

Hitting at Submarine's 


Air System 


PORTSMOUTH, N. H.-(;p)~Thc cook 


of the Sunken Submarine Squalus told 
a naval court Wednesday that he snw 
a solid sheet of scat wntcr pouring 
from the main engine room ventilating 
duct as the undersea boat carried 26 
of her crow to their deaths M«y 23. 


The talc of Willln Isaacs of Wash- 


ington, D. C., who waded to the safety 
of the vessel's control room, was the 
first direct confirmation of theories thnt 
the air induction system— actually the 
surface ventilating system for the en- 
gines—was responsible for the distis- 
tot. 


The court had heard the submersi- 


blc's executive officer support testi- 
mony that the virtually unprotected 
ventilating systems of thl snations' sub- 
m'arines were their greatest weakness. 


Isaacs was in the Squalus' galley— a 


small compartment off the after sec- 
tion of the after battery compartment 
—when the ships fatal dive was exe- 
cuted. ' 


"I heard was sounded like air escap- 


ing," 
Isaacs said. "I stuck my head 


Cro mthe galley. Salt water splashed 
in my face. I went aft- to the door of 
the engine room. The 'door was closed 
but not dogged clown. As n closed the 
stops, I looked through the door's eye 
port. 


"I saw a solid sheet of water pouring 


down from; the engine room opening of 
the main engine induction duct. There 
was no one in sight of the engine room. 
Water was coming out of ventilator 
openings and in water knee deep I 
waded forward to the unflooded con- 
trol room as the ship started to up- 
anglc by the nose." 


Ho was a'm'ong five men who slid to 


safety through the control room bulk- 
head as Lloyd Mancss slammed shut 
that door.
